They remayned iniheſc Ilands about tea monerhs, and

in heart, and ſtrength, though he haue nothing elſe : nor- 
withſtanding all this,they died miferably,ſome with mear 
in their mourthes crying for more. This ſurely was a great 
indgement of God vpon thole ſlothfull and greedy belly... 
Gods, anda manifcſt ſigne and roken (as I ſaid evennow) 
chat God hath not reſcrued theſe Ilands from the begin- ! 
ning of the world till now, to beſtow them vpon luch ag. 
ſhall prouoke him cucryday, as many of them did. The 
correQing handof God, which then lay heauicſt vpon the 
lazie ones, did ſtretchourit ſelfe ouerall,cucn the moſt in. 
 duſtrious,when their Lines, Hooks and Nets were worne 
out,ſo as many of them alſo died. 

6 Youthatcame in the firſt Ship with M*. Moore,being 
about 60. perſons, haue great cauſe to praiſe God for his

In ſicad of the plenty of wilde Hogges,that you found 
hereat your firſt arriuall,you haue tame Hogges,andalſo 
Turkyes and Powltry, ſo many as you can keepe. 

The Kine in F.Georges Hand! ({youſec)doe multiply and 
proſper well, ſoas in time,by the bleſſing of God,they will 
care behadof them. + — 
Poratoes you haue plenty, as goodas any bee in the 
world,Plantynes, Pynes,and other delicate Indian fruits, 
_ arc like to haue plenty, if you will haue a care to plant

Forget not the goodnes of God,jn manifeſting the loue 
and care that he hath ef you,by bleſſing you witha Parlia+ 
ment, wherein diuers Lawes and Statutes fitting, ul 
eſtate, and agreeing with the Lawes of Exg/a2d, haue been 
made : wherein alſo I obſcrnethe good hand of God, in 
that (notwithſtanding your: diſcontentments and gree- 
uances weremany; and that divers did purpoſe (as I did 
gather —_ ſpecches) to ſtand ſtifly or rather obfti- 
natly to haue things caricd according to their owne wills, 
ſo as I did fcarc it would proouc, an.vnhappy, long, and 
troublcſome Parliament.) Iz. pleaſed Gad fo-to direct 
Captaine Barley your Goucrnour in the ordering ofar,and 
alſo to change the minde of diuers-of the Burgeſles , as 
when they were aſſembled, there was ſuch reaſonableneſle 
and feet vnity of mindes cuenin all.as the Bils did paſſe, 
and were grauntcd on all ſides, readily , and cheerefully, 
which to me ſeemeth a great worke of wonder, and a ma- 
nifeſt ſigne, that God, who is the God of louec and peace, 
was 7. 0 midſt of.vs, guiding and aſlifting vs with his 
holy ſpit; his holy and great namebe chokes prac 
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| hope that Godwill giuethe like bleſſing to the next Par- 
liament, and in his good timeeſtabliſha good pollitick 
c:ujll eſtate amongſt you, . 

Conſider well T pray yourof the goodnes of the Lord 
leſus, in choofing and taking you our of his Vineyard in

Confider alſo of the goodnes of God in preſeruing all 
Shippes belonging to theſe Ilands, ſo as none haue beene 
caſt away neither going nor comming: true it is that this 
laſt yeare 1619. a Ship was caſt away,not going nor com- 
ming, but riding at anker in the harbour. 

My heart gineth me, thatamong other ſinnes,the abo- 
minable ſinme of Drankenneſle , that aboundeth among 
you, cuery ſhipping time, did much further the bringing 
of that indgement vpon her, to admoniſh ſome ro bee no 
longer Bawds to Drunkenneffe, by fending oucr ſomnch 
Aqua-vite, and alſo to admoniſh you to ſuppreſic Drun- 
kenneſle and all other ſinnes, as much as you can, which 
doe abound t5o much among you, tothe = diſhonor 
of Almighty God, and daily prouoking of him to wrath. 

Forget not the judgement thar God bath ſhewed on 
Drunkards among you. ; 
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towards the Summer Flands. 


In Summer, youknow how one dicd ſuddainly with 
drinking himſclte dead drunke. 

Alfo in the Towne at Sr. Geges ,, a man of Swmmer/ar 
drunke himſclfe dead drunke, and being by a Coropere /n- 
queſt found guilty of his owne death, was by the comman.- | 
dement of Captaine Butler your Gouernour, buried in the 
high way , witha ſtake driven through him, by them in 
whoſc company hee dranke himſclte dead, cach ot them 
hauing a paper on his backe with this ſuperſcription, Theſe 
are the Companions of him,which killed kimſelſe with drinking, 
Two of the moſtnotorious of them were puniſhed, the 
one whipped at the whipping Poſt, the other (becauſc he 
was a Souldicr)did ride x hos off full charged, 
which did ſhake him terribly. 

Forget not the Boats of Summerſer that were ouer-tur- 
ned with the, keele vpward , and ſome of the men drow- 
ned, becauſe they that ſhould guide them, were troubled 
in their braincs with Aqua-vire. 

Let not the hand of God, which lay heauy vpon you in 


Capraine Tuckers time, be forgotten , when the Rars did 


abound , and goe by Sca , from Iland to lland, fo as no 
ITland was free,but all were like ſo many Coney-Warrens: 
I ſay they went by Sca, from Lland to lland, becauſe fiſhes 
haue diuers timcs been taken three leagues offat Sea,with 
Rats in their mawes, which ſheweth plainly,that the Rars 

did \wim, and were ſnapt vp of the fiſhes. | 
Conſider what a plague of God they were vnto'you 
both within dores, and without: within, they deuoured 
your Corne, and other prouifionof foode, and your

 AſboneastheRats were deſtroyed, vyilde Cats, that 
vvere neither ſcene nor knowne, to bein any ſuch aboun- 
dance,came marching outof che Woods,to your houſes, - 
fixe, ſeauen, or cightin a company : then irvvas incuery - 
bodies mouth that the Cats had deſtroyed the Rats, and 
ſome ſaid, thatthe cvldnefſc of the Winter killed them. 
I rememberinde<de, thar vve hadavery col'c tim: a lit- 
tlc beforethey vrere deſtroyed, vvhich (I am perſwadcd) 
God inmercy did ſend, for the kil:.mg ofthcm : therefore 
giuethe glory to God and not to the Cars, nor (asſome 
doe to the Traps, nor to the ruinating of rhe Ilands vvith 
fire; and take heede, that your vnthankfulnes bring them 
not againe,or ſome other plague as bad. |
